A Trip Into Yesteryear 


A visit to Arkla Village le a nip 
into gracious, unhurried yesteryear — 
when there were no TV sets, high- 
powered cars or tranquilizer pills. 

The Village could weli serve as the 
set for a television Western. Stroll 
along the dirt main street and you'll 
seo the inevitable saloon complete with 
swinging doors (but dispensing sarsa- 
parilla, root beer and coffee) and, on 
the corner, an old-time General Store. 
Across the way is the village black- 
amith shop (manned by a smith who 
had several teeth kicked out by a 
horse), and next door is the livery 
stable. On down are the sheriff's office 
and jail, a horse corral and show track 
and stadium. 


Thus, here will be the hub of carriage 
manufacturing for the United States 
and of rocking chair making for the 
Central South. 

Arkla Village possesses all the rough- 
and-ready atmosphere of a mid-19th 
Century frontier town, right down to 
the last detail of including the type of 
industry of that day. At the same time, 
it’s a unique manufacturing center 


where the frontier surroundings are 
in keeping with the products made. 
Three Producers Acquired 

Arkla Industries, of Little Rock, 
Ark. which operates the Village and 
is part of Arkansas Louisiana Gas Co., 
has been in the buggy husiness for 
some time. Arkla purchased the car- 
riage division of the Huntingburg 
Wagon Works, of Huntingburg, Ind. 
last year. It since then also has 
acquired the Standard Vehicle Co., 
of Lawrenceburg, Ind., and Robinson- 
McGill Harness Co., Shelbyville, Tenn., 
originator of the famed “Jim Key” 
harness. 

Thus three of the sole remaining 
major manufacturers of buggies and 
accessories have been corraled into 
one bustling stable here — reviving a 
business which many Americans would 
regard as dead. 

Arkla has been pleased to distover 
the horse and buggy days are far from 
gone. As a result of the nation-wide 
interest it has stirred in carriages, pro- 
duction has been moving along at a 
near-capacity clip. Some big buggy 
buyers: Horse lovers and racing enthu- 
siasts, certain religious groups who 
shun motorized transportation, West- 
ern film makers, and restaurants, resort 
hotels and other businesses where car- 


riages serve as practical transportation 
and as advertising “vehicles.” 


Old Carriage Line Continued 


Arkla is continuing to produce the 
15-year-old line of Huntingburg car- 
riages, including buggies, surreys, 
carts, wagons and runabouts. It also 
makes harness, collars and other horse 
and pony accessories. 

The Arkla rocking chair story is a 
Little different. With rockers, the com- 
pany began from acratch. After study- 
ing hundreds of designs, it finally 
settled upon five basic ones, all rooted 
in Early American or Frontier tradi- 
tion. Then the styling department was 
instructed to make each chair authen- 
tic, after which Engineering was 
handed the job of mass producing 
them from native hardwoods, while 
retaining a hand-built appearance and 
quality.

Construction on Mississippi Pow- ¡engaged in the ‘constraction of 


er Company’s second 75,000 kilo-* 
watt generating unit at the Gulf 
Coast Generating plant is proceed- 
ing on schedule, according to an 
announcement by A. J. Watson, Jr. 
company president. The plant is 
located midway between Biloxi 
and Gulfport and the new unit is 
expected to be in operation early 
in 1960. 

The main power house building 
is virtually complete and contrac- 
tors are erecting the boiler and 
condenser. Approximately 130 
workmken, representing 5 general 
contractors, are employed in this 
phase of construction. He noted 
that materials for the turbo- gen- 
erator are arriving now and all 
parts are expected by the end of 
October. The generator is being 
supplied by General Electric Co. 
and will be erected by Gulf En- 
gineering Company of New Or- 
leans. 

Commenting further, Mr. Wat- 
son said that population growth 
and the increased use of electri- 
city had necessitated rapid ex- 
pansion and strengthening of the 
electrical facilities in Southeast 
Mississippi “As an illustration 
of growth,” he said, “kilowatt-hour 
consumption has increased by al 
most 50% in the last five years. 
In addition, more and more new 
industry locations and expansions 
are being announced than ever 
before, and these new businesses, 
of course, create new job oppor- 
tunities and new homes, all of 
which require more electricity. To 
prepare for this new development, 
we must build approximately three 
years ahead of actual needs so that 
an ample supply of electric power 
will be available whenever it is 
needed. Our present construction 


‘forecast calls for an expenditure 


of approximately $14 million eaeh 
year through 1961, which is the 
largest construction budget in the 
company’s history.” `

CATTLE LICE 


Cattle lice cost you money. They 
cut down on milk production; re- 
duce weight gains and cause cattle 
to appear unthrifty. 

Sometimes, especially when 
these lice are present in large 
numbers they cause the cattle 
to become anemic. 

You can control them. And 
now, before cold weather gets 
here, is the time to do it. 
First of all recharge your home- 
made back rubbers to help pre- 
vent big building up of the lice. 
This will help keep down numbers 
of hornflies. 

For a list of insecticides to 
use as dusts, spays or dips to con- 
trol lice, come by or call this 
office.

CRIMSON CLOVER 
PLANTING 


This is the month of planting 
crimson clover. You can plant it 
with ryegrass on cultivated land 
of sow it on oats that are al- 
ready up. 

It is also an ideal time to plant 
cimson on sods like grazed down 
Bermuda, Bahia, or Coastal Ber- 
‘muda. 

If you disk the area lightly 
immediately after sowing seed, 
you will get better stands and bet- 
ter survival than if you sow the 
seed and don't disk. 

Planted in sod, crimson needs 
phosphate and potash.. A ' “good 
application is 3 sacks of phos- 
phate and one of potash. You do 
not need nitrogen unless oats or 
ryegrass are planted with the 
crimson. 

FIRE LANES
